STATEMENT 


In  writing  this  Gent'alogy  and  History  of  the  New  Hampshire 
braiu'li  of  the  Clay  family,  tlie  author  has  not  adopted  any  regular 
plan  or  system  usually  followed  in  works  of  this  kind.  He  looked 
over  quite  a  number  of  Genealogies,  but  found  none  of  them  alike. 
The   plan  he  finally  adopted  is  a  little  different  from  any  of  them. 

He  had  merely  gone  on  eolleeting  data,  records  and  historical 
facts  and  jotting  them  down  for  several  years,  without  any  real  in- 
tention of  completing  and  printing  them.  He  was  in  hopes  after  a 
year  or  two  of  work  in  this  line,  to  find  some  relative  among  the 
Clays  who  would  be  interested  in  this  Genealogy  work,  to  go  ahead 
and  assist  in  getting  data  and  records.  Most  all  were  willing  to  tell 
what  they  knew,  but  none  cared  to  assist  in  editing  his  work. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  writer  has  given  most  of  the  space 
in  this  history  to  the  descendants  of  Timothy  Clay.  While  this 
Genealogy  goes  back  to  those  who  landed  in  Salem  in  an  early  day, 
it  merely  gives  a  short  account  of  them  down  to  the  settlement  in 
Chester,  N.  H. 

Very  little  is  known  or  could  be  written  about  Jonas  Clay,  or 
his  son,  John,  the  father  of  Timothy  Clay. 

While  we  are  all  anxious  to  know  who  our  first  ancestors  were, 
we  are  still  more  interested  in  the  last  two  or  three  generations  of 
our  family. 

Knowing  that  I  could  not  make  :i  complete  record  of  the  Clays 
dating  back  to  Salem,  I  have  put  in  data  and  records  enough  so  that 
all  of  the  other  branches  of  the  family  who  know  anything  about 
their  grandfather  will  have  no  trouble  in  tracing  their  line  back  to 
Salem. 

As  to  the  album  part  of  this  book.  At  first  I  planned  to  put 
in  just  a  few  of  the  older  descendants  of  our  grandfathers,  but  later 
concluded  to  let  all  the  Clays  who  would  take  the  trouble  to  send 
me  their  photogra))h,  to  have  them  put  in  the  history. 

I  have  written  up  and  ]iut  in  this  history  a  Genealogy  of  the 
Lawson  family.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Timothy  Clay  married 
Rhoda  Lawson.  And  the  Cjcnealogy  of  the  Balch  family,  as  my 
father  married  Louisa  ^I.  Balch.  Also  the  Stevens  Genealogy,  from 
which  on  the  maternal  side  some  of  our  branches  descendi-d. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  all  the  grandfathers  or  great  grand- 
fathers   were    Revolutionary    soldiers,    and    their    military    records

given.  This  will  <i,ivt'  all  the  sons  and  daugliters  of  our  branch  of 
the  family  an  opportunity  to  join  tlie  Revolutionary  societies  who 
care  to  do  so. 

In  some  respects  tlie  Clays  were  a  peculiar  people.  They  have 
mostly  led  very  quiet  and  uneventful  lives,  ^fost  of  them  have  been 
engaged  in  agricultural  ])ursuits.  Some  have  been  mechanics;  a 
few  in  trade.  Hardly  any  in  what  is  called  the  professions.  Some 
have  been  active  in  town  and  county  affairs.  But  none  have  ever 
reached  a  very  high  position  in  the  state  or  nation.  In  this  respect 
we  fall  far  behind  our  distant  kinsmen,  the  Southern  Clays. 

No  great  wealth  has  been  vouchsafed  to  the  family,  although 
quite  a  number  liave  been  in  very  good  circumstances.  Probably  one 
line  in  Grey's  Elegy  will  tell  the  whole  story  with  a  good  many  of 
them : 

"The  short  and  simple  annals  of  the  poor." 

The  author  is  not  very  well  satisfied  with  his  own  work,  and 
would  gladly  continue  this  research  for  a  year  or  more  before  print- 
ing this  book.  But  his  advancing  years  admonish  him  that  the  work 
had  better  be  closed.  The  writer  will  not  lose  his  interest  in  re- 
search and  Cienealogy,  although  he  does  not  expect  to  ever  [irint 
anything  more.  He  will  continue  to  gather  data  and  records  for  some 
future  Historian,  so  that  if  any  of  liis  relatives  or  friends  find  any- 
thing new  in  this  line,  to  send  it  to  him  and  he  will  ])ut  it  in  the 
records  for  future  use. 

In  conclusion  I  wisji  to  thank  most  lieartily  George  A.  Stevens 
of  New  York,  who  so  kindly  assisted  and  took  uj)  this  work  and  re- 
search. Without  his  aid  and  advice  this  genealogy  would  have  never 
been  written.  I  also  wish  to  kindly  thank  Miss  Harriet  I.  Park- 
hurst  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  who  looked  over  so  carefully  the 
records  in  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  Concord,  and  wrote  out 
a  very  good  Genealogy  of  the  first  New  Hampshire  Clays. 

In  closing,  the  author  has  no  apologies  to  make.  He  feels  that 
he  has  done  all  that  could  be  done. 

As  to  tlie  Cienealogv  of  the  Clay  family  he  thinks  he  has  made 
it  plain  to  all  who  they  were  and  where  most  of  them  lived  and  died. 
Before  the  autlior  made  this  research  there  was  probably  not  a  Clay 
living  of  our  branch  of  the  family  who  could  name  any  of  his  an- 
cestors back  of  his  grandfather. 

In  regard  to  the  history,  the  autlior  will  say  but  a  few  cojjies 
will  be  publislied.  Probably  less  than  one  hundred  for  private  cir- 
culation to  the  relativ«s  oidy.  They  will  be  given  freely  and  cheer- 
fully, and  like  the  "wine  and  milk"  spoken  of  in  Scripture,  "without 
money  and  witliout  price."

1st  Generation 

A\'f  lia\;'  hrtii  unable  to  locate  for  eertain  the  inimiiiranl  an- 
cestor of  our  branch  of  the  Clay  family.  Ste])hen.  Jonas,  and 
Thomas  Clay,  who  came  from  EnoL-uid  and  settled  in  Salem.  Mass., 
between  1630- KitO.  were,  no  doubt,  brothers  and  are  the  first  Clays 
mentioned  in  the  histories  of  the  New  England  Colonies.  Savage, 
in  his  history  of  the  New  England  Pioneers,  mentions  the  Clays  as 
among  the  first  settlers  of  Massachusetts.  There  is  a  tradition  in 
the  Clay  family  which  has  been  handed  down  for  many  generations 
relative  to  the  fact  that  the  Clays  in  Massachusetts  descended  from 
three  brothers  who  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Salem  about 
1630.  The  writer  luard  this  tradition  when  a  small  boy.  more  than 
seventy  years  ago.  and  has  heard  the  same  story  told  by  Clays 
wdiose  relationshi])  to  his  branch  of  the  family  was  not  known.  If 
this  tradition  is  true,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  either  Jonas'  or 
Stephen'  Clay  was  our  immigrant  ancestor.  The  first  Clay  that  we 
know  to  be  in  our  line  is  Captain  Jonas  Clay'  who  died  in  Boston  in 
170-1.  Another  reason  whv  we  think  that  Jonas'  or  Stephen'  was  our 
immigrant  ancestor  is  the  similarity  of  names,  as  the  given  names. 
Stephen'  and  Jonas'.  a])pears  in  the  first  three  or  four  generations. 

The  writer  has  heard  the  question  often  asked  if  his  branch  of 
the  Clay  family  was  related  to  the  \^irginia,  or  Southern  Cla_vs. 
So  far  as  he  knows  tliere  is  no  connection  between  the  two.  The 
M-riter  has  met  and  talked  with  Cassius  M.  Clay  of  Kentucky,  a 
close  relative  of  Henry  Clay,  and  also  Senator  Clay  of  Georgia. 
At  New  Orleans  he  met  a  son  of  John  M.  Clay,  and  in  Arkansas 
two  families  of  Clays.  Tliey  all  traced  their  ancestors  to  the  early 
settlements  in  Virginia. 

Captain  Jonas  Clay"'  was  a  sea  captain.  He  had  a  brother  or 
cousin.  Capt.  Stephen  Clay,  who  about  this  time  sailed  between 
Boston,  Barbadoes  and  New  York.  Ca])tain  Jonas'  was  sailing  as 
late  as  1702.  for  in  the  diary  of  Judge  Sewall  during  his  journey 
to  ]\fartha's  Vineyard  and  along  Ca])e  Cod.  in  170*2.  this  memoran- 
dum dated  A])ril  8th.  at  Edgartown.  was  found:  "Got  to  ye  bown 
about  3  p.  m.  (io  aboard  and  visit  Cajit.  Jonas  Clay,  sick  of  ye 
gout."  Most  of  the  Clays  who  settled  in  Salem  were  mariners,  fish- 
ermen, ship  owners,  or  sea  captains.  This  is  probably  the  reason 
why  their  names  do  not  appear  on  the  manifests  or  passenger  lists 
of  the  vessels.  Most  of  the  Salem  Clays  immigrated  from  Derby 
and  Nottingham  Counties,  England.

early  history  of  Timotliy  Clay.  When  he  was  18  years  of  age  he 
enlisted  in  Candia.  N.  H..  July  7,  1779.  in  Col.  John  Webster's 
Regiment,  for  six  months  for  the  defense  of  Rhode  Island.  He 
again  enlisted  July  (5,  1780,  and  was  discharged  Oct.  21,  1780.  He 
was  in  Caj^t.  Whittier's  Compan}',  Colonel  Nichols'  Regiment,  raised 
in  New  Hampsl)ire,  in  July,  1780,  for  the  defense  of  the  United 
States  at  West  Point. 

He  is  not  heard  of  again  until  he  settled  in  the  town  of  Ches- 
ter, Windsor  Co.,  Vt.,  about  1785.  As  near  as  can  be  learned  he 
came  from  Rliode  Island  in  company  with  Major  Abner  and  Pardon 
Fields.  Timothy  Clay  first  bought  land  in  1787  and  improved  tlie 
place.  At  first  he  built  a  log  house  near  a  spring.  In  1800  he  built 
a  frame  house  a  short  distance  south  of  the  log  house  and  on  the  old 
stage  road  that  ran  from  Boston.  Mass.,  through  Chester,  Vt..  to 
Troy,  N.  Y..  and  on  to  Saratoga.  The  old  farm  is  located  three 
miles  west  of  Chester  village.  The  frame  house  that  he  built  in 
1800  is  still  standing  and  is  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  In  this 
house  .John  L.  Clay.  Sally,  Sewall,  and  Amanda  were  born.  Also 
all  the  children  of  James  Clay.  Henry.  Otis.  Louisa,  and  James; 
and  the  children  of  ,Tohn  I..  Clay.  Alonzo,  William,  Eliza,  Warren 
and  Hiland.     A  ))]ioto  of  the  house  is  printed  in  this  History. 

Timothy  Clay  was  married  to  Rhoda  Lawson.  Nov.  2,  1787. 
It  is  not  known  when  or  where  he  first  met  her.  She  was  born  at 
Union,  Conn.,  Nov.  10,  1766,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Mary 
(Brown)  Uawson.  She  had  seven  brothers  and  three  sisters.  About 
all  we  know  of  her  early  life  we  found  in  the  Lawson  Genealogy, 
published  in  1903,  and  that  contained  only  the  date  of  her  birth 
with  the  rest  of  the  family.  The  writer  has  heard  his  mother  say 
that  she  was  small,  quick,  and  active,  and  had  red  hair.  She  died 
April  21.  1821.  He  died  August  6.  1831.  They  both  died  at  the 
old  homestead  and  are  buried  in  the  Simsbury  graveyard,  which  is 
about  one  mile  east  and  north  of  the  Clay  homestead.  It  is  a  small 
yard,  fenced  with  a  stone  wall,  and  is  kept  up  in  a  very  good  con- 
dition. It  lies  near  where  the  Fields  settled.  Timothy  and  Rhoda 
(Lawson)  Clay  were  the  parents  of  nine  children,  all  born  at  Ches- 
ter, Vt.

:March  21.  IS  If).  Daniel  Clay.  Jr..  to  Martha  Davis,  by  Dudley 
Davis.  J.  P.:  married  April  J).  J  820.  William  Wharf  to  Deborah 
Clay,  by  Dudley  Da\  is.  J.  P."  No  doubt  these  Clays  were  the 
children  of  Daniel  Cl.ay.  There  was  a  Jonathan  Clay  lining  on  Duck 
Creek  as  la'^e  as  ISHl-.  when  be  sold  his  farm  and  went  to  Iowa.

This  Jonathan  Clay  was 
without  doubt  a  grandson  of  Cajjt.  Daniel  Clay.  A  Timothy  Clay 
lived  at  Towell.  Ohio.  Cieorge  Morgan,  of  Warner.  Ohio,  wrote  me 
that  his  fathei  knew  Capt.  Clay  and  that  he  died  in  Towell.  Ohio, 
about  1831.     (  See  A])pendix.)

He  afterwards  moved  to  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.  Daniel  Clay  was  killi'd 
in  a  runaway  Dec.  28.  1829.  While  driving  a  span  of  colts,  on  a 
cold,  frosty  morning,  hitched  to  a  farm  sled,  he  met  a  friend  on  the 
road  and  st()])))ed  to  talk  with  liim.  As  he  was  sla))ping  his  hands 
together  to  warm  them,  the  lines,  in  some  manner  got  a  half  hitch 
about  his  wrists.  The  colts  suddenly  started  to  run.  jerking  him 
out  of  the  sled  and  dragging  him  to  death.  His  wife  died  Oct.  12. 
1832,  and  they  are  both  buried  at  Little  Falls.  While  living  at 
Chester  and  Little  Falls,  four  children  were  born:

He  remained  at  home  until 
he  was  nineteen  years  old,  when  he  enlisted  Oct.  1.  1812,  in  Capt. 
Luke  Parson's  Company  of  Cavalry,  3rd  (Williams)  Vermont  Mili- 
tia, and  served  until  Dec.  8,  1812.  He  married,  Jan.  21,  1817,  Lu- 
cinda  Whiteman.  who  was  born  and  raised  on  an  adjoining-  farm, 
the  house  being  but  a  short  distance  from  the  Clay  home.  After 
his  marriage  he  moved  to  the  Clay  farm  and  lived  there  until  he 
died.  He  was  accidentally  killed  Dec.  13,  1825.  The  day  before, 
as  he  was  crossing  a  bridge  on  a  galloj),  about  one-half  mile  east  of 
his  home,  while  on  his  return  from  Chester,  where  he  had  gone  on 
horseback  with  two  of  his  neighbors,  his  horse  stumbled  and  the 
saddle  girt  broke  as  the  horse  went  down ;  he  pitched  forward, 
striking  his  head  on  a  stone  at  the  end  of  the  bridge.  He  never 
regained  consciousness  and  died  the  next  day.  His  wife  married 
Daniel  Peabody,  June  11,  1829;  she  died  July  19.  18G2.  They  are 
buried  in  the  Simonsville  cemetery.  James  Clay  is  buried  in  the 
cemetery  at  Simsbury.  Their  children  were  born  at  Chester,  on  the 
Clay  farm.

57.  Walter"  son  of  Timothy'  and  Rhoda  (Lawson)  Clay,  was 
born  in  Chester,  Vt..  Nov.  1,  1798,  at  the  Clay  home.  He  lived 
there  until  he  was  sixteen  years  old,  when  he  was  apprenticed  to 
learn  the  tailor's  trade,  with  a  tailor  who  lived  in  Springfield.  Vt. 
While  there  he  became  dissatisfied  with  the  man  and  without  telling 
any  one  that  he  did  not  like  his  place,  suddenly  disappeared.  He 
was  not  heard  from  for  six  months,  when  his  father  received  a  letter 
from  him  dated  1816,  at  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin  Territory.  From 
there  he  went  to  Prairie  du  Chien.  on  the  Mississippi  River,  where 
he  remained  nearly  two  years  working  at  his  trade,  and,  as  he  states, 
doing  a  good  business.  No  one  knows  liow  he  got  to  Green  Ba>^,  as 
he  had  no  money,  and  at  that  time  there  were  no  railroads,  steam- 
boats or  canals.  It  is  believed  he  went  north  to  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  and  joined  a  party  of  fur  traders  and  went  through  with 
them.  He  also  went  into  the  fur  business  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  float- 
ing down  the  river  to  St.  Louis  and  then  poleing  and  towing  the  way 
back.     He  wrote  several  letters  to  his  father  from  Prairie  du  Chien 
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and  St.  l.oiiis,  wliicli  tlif  writtr  now  lias  in  Iiis  possession.  The  last 
letter  received  from  him  was  written  at  Prairie  dii  Chien,  Dee.  9, 
1818,  in  whieli  he  states  that  he  was  going  to  St.  I>ouis  to  sell  some 
valuable  property  that  he  owned  there  and  then  start  for  home,  as 
he  would  be  then  21  years  old  and  his  own  master.  Nothing  further 
was  ever  heard  from  him.  Several  attempts  have  been  made  by 
different  members  of  the  family  to  get  some  trace  of  him.  His 
brother.  John  I..  Clay,  made  several  efforts  in  the  early  fifties.  The 
writer  made  an  effort  through  Gordon  S.  Hubbard  of  Chicago,  who 
was  a  native  of  Windson  County,  Vermont,  who  left  tliat  section 
and  was  in  and  around  Chicago  and  St.  Touis  in  1816,  and  for  sev- 
eral years  afterwards.  He  knew  nothing.  A  search  of  the  real 
estate  records  of  St.  I.ouis  was  of  no  avail.  The  oldest  inhabitants 
of  Prairie  du  Chien,  a  few  years  ago,  knew  nothing  of  him.  (See 
letter  written  by  Walter  Clay  in  Appendix.) 

58.  Sally"  a  daughter  of  Timothy  and  Rhoda  (I.awson) 
Clay,  was  born  at  Chester,  V^t.,  in  the  old  home,  April  6,  1800.  She 
lived  there  until  grown,  then  she  learned  the  tailor's  and  milliner's 
trade.  F'or  several  years  she  was  located  at  New  Lebinon  Springs, 
N.  Y.  Later  she  located  in  New  York  City  with  her  sister,  Amanda. 
There  is  no  record  of  her  death  or  where  she  died.  (Since  writing 
this,  we  learned  she  died  about  1870,  and  is  buried  in  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.) 

59.  .John  Lawson'  a  son  of  Timothy  and  Rhoda  (I.awson) 
Clay,  was  born  at  Chester,  Vt.,  at  the  old  Clay  home,  Oct.  3,  1802, 
three  miles  west  of  Cliester  Village,  Windsor  County,  ^'^t.  He  lived 
at  home  with  liis  ))arents  until  he  was  of  age.  After  a  year  or  two, 
he  went  to  Simonsville,  only  three  miles  away,  and  went  to  work  in 
a  tanyard,  which  was  conducted  by  Steven  Relden.  He  remained 
there  until  the  death  of  his  brother,  James,  in  1825,  wlien  he  went 
home  and  carried  on  the  farm  for  two  ye.ars,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
lie  bought  the  j)lace  of  his  father.  On  March  8.  1827.  he  married 
Louisa  Marium,  a  daughter  of  Joel  and  Betsey  (Stevens)  Balch  of 
Andover,  Vt.,  born  April  13,  1801.  They  were  married  at  Chester, 
Vt.,  by  Rev.  Aaron  Leland.  While  living  on  this  farm  their  children 
were  born.

In  1832.  Jolin  L.  started  to  go  to  tbe  West.  He  first  went  to 
St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y..  where  his  brother,  Sewall,  then  lived. 
From  there  lie  went  on  a  little  way  beyond  Rochester,  when  he 
turned  around  and  started  for  home.  At  that  time  the  cholera  had 
broken  out  in  Western  New  York  and  the  inhabitants  were  fright- 
ened half  to  death.  He  said  that  hardly  anyone  would  keep  him 
over  night  and  that  in  the  daytime  when  he  would  go  up  to  a  house 
to  inquire  the  way  they  would  shut  the  door  in  his  face.  In  1837 
lie  started  a  second  time  for  the  West  in  company  with  Adnah  Wil- 
liams and  Steven  Fields  of  Chester.  They  went  by  way  of  the  Erie 
Canal,  around  the  lakes  from  Buffalo  to  Milwaukee.  Their  first 
stopping  place  was  near  Troy,  where  three  or  four  families  from 
Chester  and  Andover  had  settled.  They  did  not  like  the  Wisconsin 
country  very  well  and  after  looking  around  for  a  week  or  two,  went 
out  as  far  as  Janesville,  on  the  head  waters  of  Rock  River.  Janes- 
ville  was  then  a  place  of  about  a  dozen  log  houses.  Here  they 
bought  a  skiff  and  sailed,  floated  and  paddled  down  the  river  to 
Rock  Island,  Illinois.  They  remained  there  a  day  or  two  and  then 
took  the  boat  again  down  to  Ofjuawka.  At  this  ))lace  they  aban- 
doned their  ship  and  next  day  walked  to  Monmouth,  tlience  to  Ber- 
wick and  from  there  to  Knoxville. 

While  at  Knoxville  they  met  John  G.  Sanborn,  who  was  then 
County  Clerk,  and  in  talking  witli  him  about  land  and  settlements 
he  told  them  of  the  (ialesburg  Colony,  just  settling  on  the  prairie, 
five  miles  northwest  of  Knoxville.  They  went  to  the  town  site  the 
next  day,  where  they  found  about  a  dozen  houses  started  and  one, 
the  Holyoke  house,  completed.  After  looking  around  a  few  days, 
they  concluded  to  buy  near  Galesburg.  At  that  time  Major  Bar- 
rett of  Quincy.  111.,  owned  a  large  body  of  land  in  tlie  southern  part 
of  Galesburg  Township.  They  went  to  Quincy,  bought  what  land 
they  wanted  of  Barrett  and  returned  to  Knoxville.  From  there  they 
went  to  Springfield,  where  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  they  witnessed  the 
laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  State  House,  which  is  still  stand- 
ing on  the  Public  Square.  P'rom  Springfield  they  walked  to  Chi- 
cago and  then  took  the  boat  to  Buifalo  and  the  Erie  Canal  to  Al- 
bany. The  walking  was  good  from  there  to  Chester.  John  L.  sold 
his  farm  before  he  made  this  trip  and  after  buying  out  west,  ex- 
pected to  move  out  the  next  year,  but  the  man  that  bought  failed  to 
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raise  tlie  moiu'y  to  pay  for  it,  so  lie  liad  to  take  it  back,  and  it  was 
two  years  before  he  was  able  to  sell  again. 

In  the  sj)ring  of  18iO,  with  a  good  span  of  horses  and  a 
rather  light  two-horse  wagon,  rigged  out  with  bowes  and  sheet,  and 
taking  po  load  except  bedding  and  clothing,  he  loaded  his  wife  and 
four  children  and  started.  It  was  about  the  first  of  June.  They 
knew  nothing  about  camping  out,  so  put  up  at  houses  and  taverns 
whenever  they  could.  They  averaged  thirty-five  and  forty  miles  a 
day,  following  the  line  of  the  Erie  Canal  most  of  the  way.  Before 
they  got  to  Rochester  such  awful  reports  of  bad  roads  in  Ohio 
reached  them  that  they  concluded  to  go  to  Buffalo  and  take  a  boat 
to  Detroit.  They  left  Detroit  and  drove  to  Adrian,  where  Steven 
Belden  lived.  He  was  an  uncle  of  the  writer's  mother.  Mrs.  John 
L.  Clay,  and  the  same  man  that  John  T.  worked  for  at  the  tanner's 
trade  in  Simonsville  fifteen  years  before.  When  they  left  Adrian, 
Martha  Belden,  the  oldest  daughter  of  Steven  Belden,  joined  the 
party  and  came  with  them.  After  leaving  Michigan  they  passed 
through  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  leaving  Chicago  to  their  left,  crossing 
the  Illinois  River  at  Chillicothe,  getting  to  Knoxville  on  the  J  Ith, 
and  driving  into  Galesburg  on  the  morning  of  July  15,  18iO. 

Galesburg  was  then  a  village  of  about  thirty-five  families. 
They  first  lived  in  a  small  house  that  stood  on  the  northwest  corner 
of  West  Main  and  Henderson  Streets.  John  I>.  soon  bought  a  house 
that  stood  on  the  lot  where  Michael  O'Connor's  brick  house  now 
stands,  on  West  Main  Street.  That  fall  he  commenced  getting  lum- 
ber and  building  materials  together  and  the  next  spring  built  part  of 
the  house,  a  kitchen,  wood  slied  and  a  barn.  About  June  1,  18il, 
he  moved  out  to  the  farm,  which  has  been  the  home  of  the  Clays  for 
more  than  seventy-five  years.  In  the  summer  and  fall  of  1841.  he 
kept  busy  fencing  and  breaking  jirairie.  He  got  the  main  or  front 
part  of  the  house  up  and  enclosed  in  IS^l.  He  started  farming  on 
a  small  scale,  putting  in  corn  on  the  ground  he  had  broken  the  year 
before.  Let  it  be  remembtred  that  farming  was  different  from  what  it 
is  now.  Then  tliere  were  no  plows  that  would  scour  (when  the  writer 
was  a  very  small  boy  he  Saw  a  wooden  mould  board  j)low  in  use, 
plowing  on  liis  father's  farm),  neither  were  there  any  corn  planters, 
reapers,  mowers,  binders,  horse  hay  rakes,  hay  loaders,  or  hay  forks. 
The  first  ten  years  he  tried  all  kinds  of  farming,  raising  hemp,  yel- 
low mustard,  flax.  ho])s,  millet,  wheat,  corn  and  oats.  He  fed  cattle 
and  raised  hogs,  and  in  eomi)any  with  two  other  men  drove  iOO  hogs 
to  Oquawka,  Illinois,  where  they  had  them  slaughtered  and  loaded 
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onto  a  flat  boat.  Tliey  were  tlien  floated  down  the  river  to  New 
Orleans.  This  was  in  1847.  About  18.52  farmina;  was  a  little  differ- 
ent, for  all  kinds  of  maehinery,  exce{)t  the  binder,  had  eome  to  stay. 

John  L.  Clay  took  an  aetive  part  in  promoting-  railroads.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  subscribers  to  stock  in  the  Central  Military  Tract 
Railroad,  now  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy.  The  writer 
remembers  going  with  him  to  Cialesburg  one  night  to  attend  a  rail- 
road meeting  held  in  the  old  Knox  Academy,  in  1819.  He  was  one 
of  the  incor))orators  of  the  Illinois  Liberal  Institute,  which  is  now 
Lombard  College.  He  was  on  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  and  re- 
mained there  nearly  twenty  years. 

He  passed  the  last  years  of  his  life  in  retirement,  living  ])art 
of  the  time  in  Cialesburg  and  part  of  the  time  on  the  farm.  He  died 
there  very  suddenly  Oct.  29,  1877,  i)robably  of  apoplexy.  He  is 
buried  beside  his  wife  in  the  family  lot  in  Hope  Cemetery,  Gales- 
burg,  Illinois. 

60.  Sewall''  a  son  of  Timothy  and  Rhod-i  (Lawson)  Clay, 
was  born  in  Chester,  Vt.,  on  July  11,  1807.  at  the  old  homestead. 
He  remained  at  home  with  his  parents  until  he  was  21  years  old. 
In  1828  he  went  to  Albany,  N.  Y..  where  he  worked  at  brick  mak- 
ing. The  next  year  he  went  to  Lisbon,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y., 
and  in  1830  settled  in  Oswegutchee,  in  the  same  county.  Here  he 
engaged  in  business  as  a  merchant  and  as  a  farmer,  where  he  mar- 
ried Mary  Fish,  April  5,  1832.

In  18i8  his  wife.  Mary,  died.  We  know  but  little  of  his  first  wife's 
family.  She  had  two  brothers  who  were  road  contractors  in  Wind- 
sor County  in  the  thirties,  and  one  brother  lived  in  Chicago  forty-five 
years  ago.  He  was  married  a  second  time,  April  28,  18.50,  to  Eliza- 
beth (Howe)  Underwood,  the  widow  of  Valentine  Lender  wood,  who 
died  Feb.  20,  181-9.  She  was  born  Jan.  17,  181.5,  and  died  Jan.  29, 
1892.  She  is  buried  beside  her  first  husband  in  the  M'illiams  Cem- 
etery, near  Galesburg,  111.

18.57  lie  went  to  Missouri  and  bought  a  farm  near  Macon  City, 
Macon  County.  In  the  fall  of  18(51  he  exchanged  his  farm  for  one 
near  Cameron.  Illin;)is.  Sewall  Clay  met  the  same  fate  as  his 
brothers.  Daniel  and  James,  as  he  was  killed  in  a  runaway  July  16. 
1886.  Tliat  m.orning  he  had  started  with  his  wife  to  Galesburg  in  a 
two-horse  buggy,  wiien  one  mile  south  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  west 
of  the  John  I..  Clay  home,  the  horses  became  frightened  at  an  old 
wagon  standing  alongside  of  the  road  and  started  to  run.  He  was 
unable  to  hold  them  and  when  tliey  reached  the  four  corners  they 
were  going  very  fast,  and  made  a  short,  quick  turn  toward  the 
north,  throwing  them  both  out  and  killing  Sewall  instantly.  He  is

Nov.  11,  1811;  the 
others  married  with  the  same  ceremony  were  Solomon  E.  Edgerton. 
a  cousin  of  Sidney's,  and  Martha  Belden,  a  cousin  of  Mrs.  John  F. 
Clay.  The  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  George  W.  Gale,  the 
founder  of  Galesburg  and  of  Knox  College.  At  this  early  date  a 
double  wedding  was  considered  quite  an  event.  The  writer  remem- 
bers the  event  very  well,  he  being  then  four  years  old,  and  it  being 
tlie  first  wedding  he  had  ever  seen  or  heard  of.

and  Wines  and  Liquors,  where  he  remained  as  head  clerk  and  man- 
ager for  more  than  forty  years. 

While  he  was  not  what  we  would  call  a  ruinier  or  drunnner,  he 
was  one  of  the  first  to  visit  the  larger  cities  in  the  country  soliciting 
trade  at  the  wholesale  stores. 

After  a  few  years  spent  at  Cambridge,  he  nio\  td  to  Dorchester, 
now  Boston,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  there 
Dec.  14,  1892,  and  is  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  Cedar  Grove  Cem- 
etery, Dorchester,  Mass. 

He  was  a  man  of  striking  personality  and  was  kind-hearted. 
He  was  a  j)erfect  gentleman,  not  only  in  his  manners,  but  his  ac- 
tions. And  as  his  daughter,  Ida,  truly  says,  lie  always  had  a  kind 
word  and  greeting  to  all  he  met.  no  matter  what  their  station  in  life 
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may  be.  He  was  a  very  liandsome  man.  in  fact,  tlu-  best  looking 
Clay  tlie  writer  lias  ever  seen,  and  in  saying  tliis,  of  course,  be  bas 
to  concede  a  great  deal.

But  the  trail  did  not 
lead  them  to  California,  but  finally  landed  them  in  Death  \'alley. 
wliich   they   crossed,   suffering   untold   hardships.      They   finally   got

acfount  of  tli's  jounu  v  has  been  written  in  sonu,-  and  story,  and  the 
Jayliawkers,  as  that  party  calls  tliemselves,  have  been  meeting  on 
tlie  4th  of  February  for  the  j^ast  forty  years  to  celebrate  the  day  of 
their  happy  dt  liveranee  from  Death  Valley.

The  next 
s])ring  he  built  a  house,  improxcd  and  fenced  the  farm  just  east  of 
the  Clay  homestead.

He  went  to  seliool  at  the  old  Simsbury  scliool  house 
and  in  tlie  fall  and  winter  of  1839  lii'  attended  the  Simonsville 
school.  In  the  summer  of  1810  he  came  to  (jalesburg.  111.,  witli  his 
parents  and  grew  up  on  tlie  farm  with  his  brothers,  going  to  seliOol 
winters  and  working  on  (lie  farm  summers.  In  1851  he  attended 
Knox  Academy  one  term  and  in  the  fall  of  18.)2  wlien  the  Illinois 
Liberal  Institute  ojjened.  now  Lombard  College,  he  entered  Sei>c.  2. 
He  remained  at  Lombard  nearly  four  years  and  would  have  grad- 
uated in  the  first  cla.ss.  the  class  of  185G.  if  lie  had  not  had  some 
misunderstanding  with  two  of  the  professors  and  left  the  school 
of  his  own  accord.  In  the  fall  of  185(5  lie  entered  Oglethorpe  Uni- 
versity. Midway,  near  .^^llidgeville.  Cieorgia.  Here  he  graduated 
with  the  class  of  1857.  receiving  the  first  lioncn-s.  Warren  Clay  was 
a  remarkable  seliolar:  he  had  .a  tine  memory  and  great  ability  to  re- 
member what  he  read  or  studied. 

His  health  was  ne\-er  very  good  and  probably  the  confinement 
in  the  school  room  .and  his  study  told  on  him.  He  laid  out  his  plans 
for  the  future,  but  was  unable  to  carry  them  out.  In  18(iO  he  went 
to  the  University  to  receive  his  degree  as  Master  of  Arts.  He  died 
at  the  old  liomc  Jan.  7,  18G1.  and  is  buried  in  the  family  lot  in 
Hope  Cemetery,  (ialesburg.  111.  Following  is  a  letter  written  by 
the  Rev.  Sanniel  K.  Talmadge.  President  of  Oglethorpe  I'niversity. 
to  his  mother  after  his  death:

Mv  Df.ah  Maoam:  [  feel  truly  thankful  for  your  kindness  to 
me  in  forwarding  to  me  reliable  information  in  relation  to  tlie  mourn- 
ful tidings  of  the  death  of  your  belo\cd  son.  A  re])ort  of  the  fact 
had   readied   me   through   one  of  my   students   in    New  Orleans,  wlio 
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obtained  it  from  a  medical  student  there,  a   former  acquaintance  of 
your  son. 

Accept,  my  de;ir  madam,  my  dee])  sympatliy  for  you  in  your 
sad  liour  of  bereavement,  and  my  earnest  prayer  to  our  ]u\-n  enly 
Father,  that  He  will  give  you  grace  to  bear  your  trials.  ^lay  our 
blessed  Savior,  who  is  "touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities" 
pour  the  oil  of  consolation  into  your  wounded  spirit. 

I  felt  a  very  strong  attachment  for  your  son.  His  wliole  de- 
portment during  his  residence  liere  secured  for  him  the  confidence 
of  this  whole  community  and  a  strong  band  of  friends.  His  intellect 
was  of  a  liigh  order;  his  habits  of  study  were  laborious:  and  con- 
sequen'ly  he  made  himself  one  of  the  best  scholars  in  the  institu- 
tion. His  conduct  was  so  gentlemanly  and  uniformly  correct;  his 
dispo'-ition  so  amiable,  and  his  manners  so  exem))lary  and  unblam- 
able that  he  conciliated  the  respect  and  affection  of  all  with  whom 
he  associated,  both  fellow  students  and  teachers.  Some  of  his  essays 
attrac'ed  especial  attention  for  their  ability  and  strength  of  thought. 
I  recur  particularly  to  the  one  on  slavery,  wdiich  Gov.  Johnson 
(since  candidate  for  the  Vice  Presidency  with  ]\Ir.  S.  A.  Douglas) 
was  desirous  to  have  publislied.  Your  son.  with  !iis  chara.cteiistic 
modesty,  declined  to  give  up  the  manuscrijit.  You  ]ia\e  lost. 
madam,  a  son  of  no  ordinary  character,  and  were  I  Vvith  you  I 
would  liberally  mingle  my  tears  with  yours.  Rarely  has  a  young 
stranger  in  so  short  a  time  made  so  strong  and  abiding  an  impres- 
sion upon  my  mind.  God's  ways  are  mysterious  to  us.  and  we  are  in 
danger  from  our  narrow-sighted  views  of  murmuring  at  His  ))rovi- 
dence.  IJut  the  day  is  coming  when  He  will  show  to  our  clear  aj)})re- 
hension  that  all  is  ordered  in  wisdom  and  love,  too,  to  those  who 
trust  in  Him. 

It  seems  strange  that  one  so  promising  as  your  dear  son 
should  have  been  taken  avv'ay  so  early  with  such  qualifications  to  do 
good  and  to  s))read  ha])piness  around  him.  But  I  trust  that  he  is 
taken  to  a  brighter  abode,  through  tlie  atoning  merits  of  our  blessed 
Savior,  and  that  you  and  I,  after  being  tried  in  the  furnace  of  our 
earthly  afflictions,  in  the  providence  of  Ciod  will  meet  your  son  in  a 
better  world,  where  sickness  and  dt  ath  never  invade  the  hai)})y  i)and. 
and  where  the  sad  word  fareiceU  never  falls  mournfully  on  the  ear. 
We  were  greatly  pleased  with  tlie  visit  of  your  son,  last  summer,  to 
receive  his  second  degree.  I  noticed,  with  pain,  tli.it  he  had  a  pale 
and  thin  face,  and  wore  the  signs  of  feeble  liealth.  liut  I  trusted  that 
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his  visit  here  would  liavc  iuviii-orated  liis  hcaltli.  and  tliat  we  should 
hear  of  his  entire  restoration. 

Allow  me,  in  eonelusion.  to  renew  the  expression  of  my  deep 
and  sincere  eondolenee  with  you  in  your  distressiiiL!,-  sorrow,  and  let 
me  add  that  whilst  you  have  occasion  to  mourn  (and  it  is  not  wrong- 
to  grieve  witli  submission,  for  our  blessed  Savior  wept  over  the 
grave  of  Lazarus),  yet  you  liave  also  occasion  to  thank  (iod  for 
]ia\ing  given  you  a  son  so  far  su))erior  to  most  other  sons.

102.  Ililand  Henry'  a  son  of  John  Lawson'  and  Louisa  ^L 
(Balch)  Clay,  was  born  Jan.  3.  1838.  at  the  old  Clay  liome.  Chester, 
Vt.,  and  immigrated  to  Illinois  with  his  ])arents  in  ISiO  and  settled 
on  tlie  farm  with  the  family  in  tlie  (spring  of  1811.  It  has  been 
])ractieally  the  only  home  he  ever  knew.  He  had  the  usual  schooling 
of  boys  of  his  age.  The  first  school  he  remembers  was  kept  in  the 
kitchen  of  his  father's  home  in  the  winter  of  1812.  Then  for  two 
years  it  was  held  in  a  log  cabin  on  the  Gale  farm.  This  school  loom 
was  quite  romantic;  it  had  a  ])uncheon  floor  and  the  window  frames, 
batten,  and  doors  were  ])ut  together  with  wooden  ])egs.  There  was 
not  a  nail  used  in  the  wliole  building.  The  roof  was  made  of  hand- 
split  shakes,  held  down  with  small  logs  or  poles  ;  the  fireplace  and 
chimney  of  sod  and  sticks,  and  the  seats  of  slabs.  All  the  boys  of 
the  family  attended  scliool  here.  The  first  school  h  )use  built  in  the 
district  stood  on  the  ground  now  occupied  by  the  ^Villiams  Ceme- 
tery. This  was  a  very  fair  school  house,  however,  tlie  seats  were  of 
slabs.  In  the  fall  of  18.')2  the  Illinois  Liberal  Institute  opened  and 
he  started  as  one  of  the  first  students,  where  he  attended  for  two 
years. 

In  1859,  with  a  party  of  young  men,  he  helped  to  fit  out  an  ox 
team  and  started  for  Pike's  Peak,  the  newly  discovered  gold  mines 
in  the  Rocky  Mountains.  They  did  not  get  to  the  Peak,  but  s))ent 
two  months  looking  o\-er  what  was  then  Nebraska  and  Kansas  Ter- 
ritories. On  their  return  they  traveled  for  several  days  on  the  old 
Santa  Fe  Trail.     The  ])arty  reached  home  on  the  1th  of  July. 

inland  Clay  stayed  on  the  farm  until  I8(>2,  when  lie  enlisted 
August  7th  and  joined  a  company  which  was  afterwards  known  as 
Com])any  I),  I()2nd  ill.  \'ol.  In  the  organization  of  the  conijiany 
he  was  eh'cted  I'irst  Lieutenant.  The  Regiment  and  the  Company 
were   inustered   into   the   I  nited   States  service   at    Kn()x\  ille.    Ill  ,  on 
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September  2.  1862.  Tluy  broke  eamp  September  20tli  for  Peoria, 
stayed  there  a  sliort  time  and  tlien  left  for  Louisville.  Kv.  Tlie 
regiment  sjjent  the  winter  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  In  the 
spring-  of  1863  the  captain  of  Company  D  resigned  and  Lieutenant 
Clay  was  promoted  to  that  rank.  They  stayed  in  Tennessee  guard- 
ing the  railroads  and  bridges  until  ALircli.  1861',  when  thev  marched 
to  Chattanooga.  Here  they  were  reorganized  and  known  as  the  1st 
Brigade,  3rd  Division,  Twentieth  Army  Corps.  The  corps  was  on 
tlie  great  drive  to  Atlanta  and  on  November  15th  started  on  the 
March  to  the  Sea,  and  at  Savannah.  Captain  Cl.ay  took  command  of 
the  regiment  Oct.  15.  1861,  at  Atlanta.  While  they  were  at  Sa- 
vannah, Cxeorgia,  January,  1865,  he  was  ])r()moted  to  the  rank  of 
Major.  Feb.  1,  1865,  they  started  on  the  drive  north  through  the 
Carolinas,  reaching  (ioldsboro  ]\Lirch  2  i.  On  the  10th  of  April  the 
regiment  left  for  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  While  they  were  at 
Raleigh  the  war  closed.  The  cor))s  then  marched  to  Washington. 
partici])ated  in  the  Grand  Review  May  2t-25.  1865,  and  were  mus- 
tered out  June  6.  They  arrived  in  Chicago  .Tune  11  for  payment 
and  discharge. 

After  ^fajor  Clay  returned  from  tlie  war  he  went  back  to  the 
farm  and  has  been  living  there  at  the  old  home  ever  since  and  is  very 
happy  to  say  that  he  is  very  much  alive.  He  married,  Oct.  It,  1878, 
at  Gaysville,  Xt..  Jennie  E..  the  daughter  of  James  M.  and  Char- 
lotte (Orcutt)  Clay,  born  at  Pittsford.  Rutland  County,  Vt.,  Jan.

This  letter  was  written  February  7tli,  1818,  by  Samuel  I.aw- 
son.  of  Pittstown,  N.  Y.,  to  Timothy  Clay,  Chester.  Vermont: 

PiTTSTOWN,  February  7th,   1818 
Dear  Brother  and  Sister:      I  now  set  down  to  inform  you  of 
my  welfare.     We  all  have  enjoyed  g-ood  health  but  myself.     I  have 
not  been  very  well  for  some  days,  but  nothing-  but  a  bad  eold. 

^lother  lives  with  me  yet  and  is  very  hearty  for  so  old  a 
woman.  ^lother  says  she  would  be  very  glad  to  see  you  all  very 
much.  I  have  to  tell  you  of  the  death  of  Brother  Mathew  Lawson. 
He  expired  on  the  8th  of  Deeember  last,  1817,  after  a  short  illness. 
The  doctor  thought  he  had  dropsy  of  the  heart.  He  was  not  con- 
fined to  his  bed  until  the  morning  before  he  died.  He  has  left  his 
family  in  a  poor  situation,  but  they  will  get  along,  I  think.  He 
lived  to  see  Sally  married.  She  married  Samuel  Mourdock  last 
October.  I  have  married  Sally  to  Benjamin  Carj^enter  on  the  third 
of  December.  I  think  she  has  got  a  good,  honest  farmer.  I  have 
not  heard  from  you  in  some  time.  I  some  exjjected  you  here  this 
winter.  We  heard  James  was  married.  (P.)*  Ebenezer  was  here 
in  June.  They  were  all  well.  He  has  had  the  good  luck  to  marry 
off  all  his  family  but  Thomas,  ^^'e  heard  from  .John  about  a  fort- 
night ago.  They  were  well  then.  We  lieard  from  the  Westward 
last  fall,  and  they  were  well  then.  We  hear  that  James  has  bought 
him  a  farm,  but  not  a  wife  yet.  We  expected  him  out  this  winter, 
but  he  has  not  come  yet.  You  must  come  over  this  winter  if  you 
can.  H  not,  call  when  you  come  to  Troy,  it  will  not  be  but  a  little 
way  from  the  turnpike.  I  live  on  the  Benington  road.  I  carry  on 
the  tanning  business  now  and  I  calculate  to  drive  business  faster 
than  ever.  It  appears  very  profitable  business  to  me  yet.  Mother 
thinks  you  have  most  forgotten  her,  when  she  is  so  nigh  to  you.  She 
is  very  anxious  to  go  back  to  the  westward. 

But  lest  I  should  tire  your  ))atience  I  must  draw  to  a  close. 
The  children  send  their  compliments  to  those  cousins.  Mother 
wishes  to  be  remembered  to  you  all,  so  I  remain  your  brother  till 
death.

I  don't  know  wliat  that  P.  meant. — Writer. 
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In  this  letter  written  by  Samuel  Lawson.  he  writes  of  his 
mother,  Mary  Brown  Lawson,  as  still  living.  She  must  have  been 
quite  old  at  that  time,  as  she  was  married  to  John  Lawson,  Jr.,  in 
1751,  seventy  years  before  the  date  of  this  letter.  There  is  no 
account  of  her  death  in  the  Lawson  Genealogy.  The  "westward" 
mentioned  in  this  letter  is  Rochester  and  that  vicinity,  and  Wayne 
County,  N.  Y.,  where  three  of  the  brothers  and  one  sister,  Mrs. 
Joel  Blair,  settled. 

This  letter  was  written  by  James  Clay,  son  of  Capt.   Daniel 
Clay,  to  his  uncle,  Timothy  Clay,  of  Chester,  Vt. 
Dear  Uncle:  Salem,  Ohio,  ^NLiy  1,  1818 

I  take  the  ojjportunity  of  letting  you  know  I  have  found  your 
brother,  which  is  my  fatlier.  I  have  found  them  all  in  a  good  state 
of  health,  and  I  hope  that  these  few  lines  will  find  you  and  all  the 
rest  enjoying  the  same  blessings  at  the  present  moment.  After  I 
arrived  at  Marietta  I  stayed  three  weeks  and  after  a  long  time  I 
found  out  where  they  lived,  and  I  went  to  see  them  one  Sunday.  I 
got  there,  say  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  which  I  might 
have  gone  and  come  again  for  all  they  knew  me ;  they  had  forgot 
all  about  me.  I  told  them  things  about  you  when  you  were  down 
there,  but  it  was  all  to  no  purpose,  they  would  not  know  until  I 
made  mvself  known  to  them  which  I  could  not  hold  in  from  shed- 
ding tears  at  the  time  when  I  told  tliem  that  I  had  seen  you.  So 
late  to  hear  from  you  gave  them  so  much  joy  tliat  they  fell  into 
tears.  Having  stated  to  them  the  affairs  which  I  had  undergone 
and  the  same  time  they  knew  not  wlio  I  was  all  this  time.  But  after 
shedding  tears  for  an  hour  or  more,  I  was  forced  to  make  myself 
known  to  them,  which  I  enquired  after  his  son  there,  that  was  all 
that  he  had,  and  he  answered  that  he  had  three  gone.  But  two  he 
had  heard  from  within  three  months.  But  there  was  one  they  never 
expected  to  see  again.  I  asked  which  that  was  and  his  reply  was 
James,  and  then  I  made  myself  known  to  him  which  you  may  judge 
what  came  after.  Which  I  was  so  overcome  that  I  could  not  open 
my  mouth  for  the  whole  evening. 

I  have  found  them  on  a  good  farm  where  they  make  eighty 
barrels  of  cider.  The  old  man  has  now  on  hand  fifty-two  barrels 
now,  and  he  has  twenty-seven  butts  of  cider  brandy,  fifteen  of 
})each  brandy,  and  from  two  to  three  hundred  bushels  of  wheat^ 
and  the  same  quantity  of  rye,  and  from  four  to  six  to  seven  hundred 
bushels   of  corn  at  the   present  time.      I    have  had  the   pleasure  of 
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plowino;  com  in  tliis  country,  wliicli  tlic  corn  stocks  grow  from 
eighteen  to  twenty-four  feet  liigli.  and  you  have  to  cut  them  down 
to  pick  off  tlie  corn.  And  tlien  in  tlie  spring  you  liave  to  cut  them 
off  before  you  jilow.  It  produces  greater  crops,  wliich  a  man  can 
live  on  two  days'  work  liere  as  easy  as  you  can  on  four  tl)ere.  whicli 
I  think  that  you  would  advice  your  boys  to  come  to  this  country.  I 
am  not  sorry  that  I  have  taken  to  find  my  ])arents.  Now  I  think 
that  I  shall  settle  myself  down  and  be  steady,  and  I  should  wish  to 
have  some  of  my  cousins  here  bv  me.  It  would  be  some  consolation 
to  me  at  the  present.  I  could  see  tliem  once  more  which  I  don't 
know  that  I  ever  shall  if  they  don't  take  the  pains  to  come  and  see 
me.  The  old  man  is  most  past  doing  anytliing  at  all.  There  is  two 
hundred  and  eighty  acres  of  most  excellent  land,  and  full  one-half 
under  good  imjirovements  and  mostly  bottom  land.  We  have  dug  a 
well  forty  feet  and  the  soil  is  just  the  same  forty  feet  down  as  on 
top.  It  brings  us  good  cro])s.  And  the  land  wliich  is  as  mellow  as 
a  sand  lieap.  Timmy  owns  a  Innidred  acres.  I  liave  nothing  at 
present.

Tis  now  I  take  my  jien  in  hand  to  inform  you  that  I  am  well 
and  ho])e  these  few  lines  will  find  you  enjoying  the  same  happiness. 
Undoubtedly  my  conduct  has  gave  you  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  but 
it  has  been  a  great  jileasure  to  me.  The  cause  of  my  leaving  my 
master  perhaps  is  best  known  to  myself,  but  for  the  same  I  did  not 
regret  it.  I  yet  follow  the  trade,  and  work  with  a  good  workman. 
I  hope  I  shall  become  })erfeet  master  of  the  trade  without  serving 
five  years  without  Fairchild.

This  letter  was  written  by  ^Valter  Clay  to  his  father,  Timothy 
Clay,  of  Chester,  \'t.  This  was  probably  the  first  letter  received 
from  him  after  he  left  home. 

H.  H.  Clay's  War  Service 

In  the  account  of  the  Military  History  of  Hiland  H.  Clay 
only  the  dates  of  enlistments,  musters,  and  jjromotions  are  given. 
To  that  I  will  add  some  of  my  military  experience.  Our  Regiment, 
the  102nd  111.  Volunteer  Infantry,  left  camp  at  Peoria,  111.,  the  last 
of  September,  1862,  and  weTit  by  railroad  to  Jeffersonville,  Indiana, 
where  we  received  our  arms.  We  crossed  over  to  Louisville,  Ky., 
the  next  day.  From  there  we  went  to  Frankfort,  stayed  two  weeks, 
and  then  marched  to  Bowling  (irien,  Ky.  From  there  we  went  to 
Scottsville,  Ky.,  and  from  there  to  Gallatin,  Tenn.  We  stayed  in 
Ciallatin  six  months,  leaving  in  June,  1863,  by  railroad  for  La 
Vergne,  half  way  between  Nashville  and  Murfreesboro.  We  stayed 
six  months  in  this  vicinity  with  my  company.  D.  ^Ve  spent  five 
months  guarding  a  railroad  bridge  at  Stockade  No.  I.  at  Mill  Creek, 
four    miles    southeast    of    Nashville.       In    February    we    marched    to 
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Chattanooga,  Tenn.  Wf  had  jM-eviously  been  organized  as  a  Bri- 
gade, consisting  of  the  70tli  Indiana,  79tli  Ohio,  and  the  102nd, 
105th,  and  129tli  Illinois,  at  Chattanooga.  The  army  was  reorgan- 
ized for  the  coming  Atlanta  cam])aign,  and  from  tliat  time  we  were 
known  as  tlie  1st  Brigade,  3rd  Division,  20th  Army  Cor})s.  We 
started  on  the  Atlanta  eamj)aign  May  2nd.  1861.  Skirmishing  com- 
menced in  a  few  days,  but  we  got  into  no  trouble  until  the  1.5tli  of 
May,  wlien  we  assaulted  the  enemy's  works,  two  miles  north  of 
Resaca.  In  this  fight,  the  most  severe  we  liad,  we  lost  about  one- 
fourth  of  our  regiment,  killed  and  wounded.  In  this  fight  our  bri- 
gade captured  a  four-gun  brass  battery.  The  next  engagement  was 
at  New  Hope  Cluireh  on  the  2.5tli  of  May.  The  battle  and  skirmish 
lasted  four  or  five  days.  We  were  next  engaged  around  Kenesaw 
Mountain,  but  did  not  get  into  any  very  serious  figlit.  Had  a  little 
skirmish  at  ^Marietta,  and  then  moved  to  the  Chattahochie  River, 
which  is  nine  miles  from  Atlanta.  We  crossed  the  river  in  a  few 
days  and  started  for  Atlanta,  at  Peach  Tree  Creek.  We  were  as- 
saulted by  the  Rebel  army,  commanded  by  General  Hood.  The 
battle  raged  fast  and  furious  for  a  while,  but  the  Johnnies  soon 
gave  way  and  left  us  in  possession  of  the  battlefield. 

The  battle  of  Peach  Tree  was  fought  on  the  20th  of  July.  On 
the  22nd  we  moved  u])  in  front  of  Atlanta  and  commenced  the  siege, 
wliich  lasted  six  weeks.  The  enemy  evacuated  Atlanta  on  the  night 
of  Sept.  1st  and  our  cor))s  moved  in  the  next  day.  We  stayed  in  and 
around  the  city  until  Nov.  15th.  On  Oct.  15th  I  took  command  of 
the  regiment.  We  started  the  middle  of  November  on  what  is  called 
"Sherman's  ^Nlarch  to  tlie  Sea."  It  was  a  perfect  walk-away  until 
we  got  near  Savannah,  when  we  run  up  against  the  Rebel  army. 
The  siege  of  Savannali  lasted  about  ten  days,  when  the  Johnnies 
crossed  the  river  one  niglit  over  to  South  Carolina  and  escaped. 
We  had  but  very  little  fighting  in  and  around  Savannah. 

On  the  first  of  P'ebruary  we  started  north  on  the  march  through 
the  Carolinas.  We  had  but  little  trouble  until  Averysboro  was 
reached.  Here  we  again  run  up  against  Johnston's  army.  And  on 
the  16th  of  March,  1865,  fought  what  is  called  the  Battle  of  Averys- 
boro. Here  our  brigade  made  a  charge  on  the  enemy's  works,  took 
them  and  captured  three  cannons.  The  Johnnies  very  hastily  re- 
treated back  to  the  second  line  of  works.  That  night  the  enemy  re- 
treated and  the  next  morning  tliere  wasn't  a  Reb.  in  sight.

M,;rcli  21tli  thv  army  arri^  ed  at  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina,  and 
Slierman  s  g-rcat  marcli  was  over. 

On  tlu'  lOtli  of  Ajn'il  \vt-  were  on  tlie  march  to  Raleig'li  after 
Johnston's  army,  but  lie  surrendered  without  any  more  fighting. 

After  the  surrender  we  marelied  up  through  \'irginia  to  Wash- 
ington, and  then  on  the  Grand  Review  down  Pennsylvania  Avenue, 
and  then  our  army  days  liad  ])assed.

Capt.  Daniel  Clay  of  Salem,  Ohio 

In  the  list  of  children  born  in  Chester,  N.  H.,  to  .John  Clay, 
Daniel  Clay's  name  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  and  the  date  of  his 
birth  not  given. 

In  this  history  it  is  stated  that  he  moved  to  Ohio  in  1802.  In 
this  appendix  is  a  letter  written  by  his  son,  James,  at  Salem,  Ohio, 
to  Timothy  Clay,  and  dated  1818.  This  was  James'  first  visit  to 
his  father.  Daniel.  If  this  is  so,  James  must  have  been  over  21 
years  old  when  his  father  moved  to  Ohio.  Showing  that  Daniel 
must  have  been  cjuite  an  old  man  at  that  time  instead  of  the  young- 
est of  his  family. 

As  Daniel  Clay  had  a  son  over  21  years  old  when  he  moved  to 
Marietta,  Ohio,  in  1802.  named  .James,  and  as  he  did  not  go  with 
his  father,  it  is  very  likely  that  Daniel  was  married  twice,  and  that 
this  James  was  by  his  first  wife. 

Sidney  P.  Edgerton 

Sidney  P.  Kdgerton,  who  married  Lucy  Clay,  daughter  of  Dan- 
iel Clay,  was  born  at  Mariah.  Essex  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  11,  1811. 
He  moved  to  Galesburg.  111.,  in  1838.  He  was  a  carpenter  and 
assistant  postmaster  from  1815  to  1819,  keej)ing  the  office  in  his 
own  house,  corner  of  Tompkins  and  West  Streets.  In  the  spring  of 
1849  he   went   overland   to   California   with  tlie   Clay-Colton  party, 
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that  was  lost  in   Death   Valley,  now  known  as   the  Jayhawkers  of 
]8-i9.     He  stayed  in  California  seven  years. 

Frank  Edgerton 

Frank  Edgerton,  son  of  Sidney  P.  Edgerton,  whose  death  was 
mentioned  in  tliis  History.  The  facts  are,  that  after  the  Civil  War 
was  over  he  went  to  Louisiana  and  settled  in  Red  River  Parish.  He 
was  appointed  sheriff  by  tlie  Federal  Government  during  the  re- 
construction period,  before  Louisiana  was  readmitted  as  a  State. 
Some  trouble  arose;  a  mob  gathered,  and  as  Edgerton  and  his  party 
was  leaving  Red  River  Parisli  tliey  were  ambushed  and  shot  to 
death  on  Sept.   1,  1871,  near  Coushata,  La.

Reminiscences  of  the  March  to  the  Sea 

In  the  records  of  our  own  family  in  this  History,  the  writer 
states  that  his  brother,  W.  W.  Clay,  graduated  at  Ogletliorpe  Uni- 
versity at  Milledgeville,  Ga..  in  1857.  Now  to  show  what  wonderful 
events  and  changes  may  occur  in  a  few  years,  the  writer  will  relate 
the  following  incident:  On  Nov.  15,  1861,  Sherman's  Army  started 
on  the  ^larch  to  the  Sea.  At  that  time  tlie  writer  commanded  the 
102nd  Regiment,  Illinois  Volunteers,  which  was  in  the  1st  Brigade, 
3rd  Division,  20th  Army  Corps.  On  the  fourth  day's  march  the 
Corps  reached  Milledgeville,  the  State  capital,  and  as  tlie  Corps  re- 
mained there  for  a  day,  the  writer,  with  a  small  party,  went  out  to 
Midway,  two  miles  distant,  to  Oglethorpe  University,  where  his 
brother  graduated  seven  years  before.  As  we  rode  up  to  the  college 
buildings  we  noticed  a  yellow  flag  flying  from  the  flag  staff,  denot- 
ing that  it  was  now  a  hospital.  The  surgeon  soon  came  out  and  I 
asked  him  if  the  president  or  any  of  the  professors  were  living  near 
by.  He  told  me  that  Prof.  Smith  was  living  but  a  short  distance 
from  the  college.  We  rode  up  to  his  house.  I  dismounted  and  went 
to  his  house  and  rapped  at  the  door.     The  door  soon  opened  and  a 
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tall,  gray,  fine  lookina;  man  stood  bfforc  mt-.  I  asked  him  if  he  was 
Prof.  Smith;  he  said  lie  was.  I  then  asked  him  how  long  he  had  been 
connected  witii  the  University;  he  said  about  twenty  years.  I  then 
asked  him  if  lie  remembered  W.  ^y.  (lay.  who  graduated  in  tlie  class 
of  1857.  He  said  he  remembered  liim  well.  I  then  told  liim  that  I 
was  his  brotlier.  The  old  fellow  jumped  up  nearly  two  feet  in  the 
air  and  when  he  came  down  he  had  me  by  both  hands,  and  I  thought 
he  never  would  stop  shaking  hands.  After  he  got  quieted  down,  we 
talked  for  a  short  time.  He  then  ])roposed  that  we  go  down  to  the 
college,  as  he  wanted  to  show  me  around.  He  took  me  through  tlie 
different  class  rooms  where  my  brother  had  recited  and  then  out  to 
tlie  barracks  where  he  roomed,  and  then  up  into  the  auditorium 
wliere  the  college  commencements  were  held.  He  led  me  out  to  the 
platform,  or  stage,  and  then,  pointing  to  a  certain  spot,  said:  "There 
is  where  your  brother  stood  when  he  delivered  his  valedictory  ad- 
dress." This  spot  seemed  to  the  Professor  almost  hallowed  ground. 
My  brother's  oration  on  this  occasion.  I  tliiuk.  was  in  defense  of  the 
institution  of  slavery. 

Looking  back  now  over  a  period  of  nearly  sixty  years,  could  it 
have  been  possible  for  any  one  who  was  present  on  that  commence- 
ment day  to  have  thought  or  realized  that  in  less  than  seven  years 
an  army  of  nearly  twenty  thousand  men  would  be  in  camp  in  and 
around  Midway  and  Milledgeville.  marching  over  that  country, 
crushing  out  and  ending  forever  the  institution  of  slavery  which  they 
so  enthusiastically  exalted  and  defended  on  that  commencement  day. 
It  may  seem  strange  to  some  that  my  brother  should  have  been  pro- 
slavery  in  his  views  and  defended  that  institution.  But  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  ])eople  of  the  North  were  very  much  divided  on 
tlu'  slavery  question.  Not  only  on  the  rulniitting  of  States,  free  or 
slave,  but  on  the  question  of  slavery  itself  at  that  time.  Families 
were  very  much  divided  as  to  the  right  and  wrong  of  slave  holding, 
and  on  the  question  of  admitting  any  more  slave  States.  Now  take, 
for  instance,  the  writer's  family,  father  and  four  brothers.  In  the 
Presidential  campaign  of  18(50.  when  these  slavery  questions  were 
the  most  imi)ortant  issues,  two  voted  for  S.  A.  Douglas,  two  for 
Abraham   Lincoln,  and  one  for  John  C".   Breckenridge. 

Now.  I  will  sav  in  closing,  that  ()glethorj)e  L'niversity  never 
opened  its  doors  after  the  war.  but  was  merged.  I  think,  with  the 
State  L'niversitv  at  Atlanta,  Georgia.
